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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

Tlie following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest a device having all of the limitations of claim 1 . While 
various devices which provide indicia as a way to teach the pronunciation of a letter are 
well known , there is no suggestion of a device which has a means for differentiating 
letters having one sound from having more than one sound as described in the 
specification, namely, the use of windows and flaps on a page to allow a user to view 
more than one indicia for letters which have more than one sound. Under 35 USC 112, 
116, means plus function limitaitions are examined in light of the specification, to 
determine whether the prior art discloses or suggests a feature that performs 
substantially the same function in substantially the same way. Such is not the case 
here. As a result, claim 1 and its dependent claims are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
